EXPORTS (CONTROL) ORDER, 1977 

S.O. 254(E) —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Election 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 
1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order, namely: — 

1 Short title and commencement.—( 1 ) This Order 
may be called the Exports (Control) Order, 1977. 

(2) It shall come Into force on 1st April, 1977. 

2. Definitions—In this Order, unless the context 
otherwise requires: — 

(a) “Act" means the Imports and Exports (Con¬ 
trol) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947); 

(b) "Chief Controller of Imports and Exports" In¬ 
cludes Additional Chief Controller of Irapons 


(c) “Collector of Customs" has the same meaning 
as assigned to It In the Customs Act, 1962 (52 
of 1962); 

Cd) "Licence" Includes a licensing endorsement 
made on a shipping bill under this order; 

(e) “Licensee" means a person to whom a Licence 
is granted under this Order, 

(f) “Licensing Authority" means an authority com¬ 
petent to grant a licence under this Order; 

(g) "Schedule” means a schedule to this Order; 

(h) “Value" has the same meaning as In sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of Section 14 of the Customs Act, 1963 
(52 of 1962). 

3, RestiioUons on export of certain goods—(1) Save 
ns otherwise provided In this Order, no person shall 
export any good® of the description specified In Sche¬ 
dule I, except und^r pnd In accordance ^Ith a licence 
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granted by the Central Government or by an olllcer 
specified in Schedule II. 

(2) No person shall export to Pakistan any goods ex¬ 
cept under _and in accordance with a licence granted by 
the Central Government or by an officer Bpeclfied 
Schedule 11 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained In sub-clauses 
iD and (21 goods specified in Schedule HI may be o*- 
pi'rled on fulfilment of the terms und conditions speci¬ 
fied therein. 

4 Conditions of licence.—(1) A licence granted under 
thia Order may contain such conditions, not Inconsis¬ 
tent with the Act or this Order, as the licensing autho- 
rltj'^ may deem fit 

(21 It shall be deemed to be a condition of every 
licence that— 

(a) no person shall transfer and no person shall 
acquire by transfer any licence issued by the 
licensing authority except under and In accor¬ 
dance with the written permission of the autho¬ 
rity which granted the licence or of any other 
person empowered in this behalf by such 
authority; 

Cb) the goods for the export of which the licence Is 
granted shall be the property of the licensee at 
the time of the export. 

(3) The licensee shall comply with all conditions Im¬ 
posed or deemed to b 6 imposed under this clause. 

5 Refusal of licence.—The licensing authority may 
refuse to grant a licence— 

(a) if the application for the licence does not con¬ 
form to any provision of this Order; 

(hi if such application contains any false, or frau¬ 
dulent or misleading statement; 

(c) if the applicant uses in support of the applica¬ 
tion any document which is false or fabricated 
or which has been tampered with; 

(d) if the licensing authority considers that the 
grant of the hcence will not be in the hiterest 
of the country; 

(e) If the activities of the applicant are prejudicial 
to the interest of the State; 

(f) If the applicant has, on any occasion committed 
breach of any law (including any rule, order or 
regulation) relating to customs or foreign 
exchange, 

(g) if the applicant on any occasion has tampered 
with an export licence or has exported goods 
without a licence, or has been a party to any 
corrunt or fraudulent practice in his commer¬ 
cial dealings or in obtaining anv licence or is 
found to have solicited licences by offering an 
inducement to the bolder of the licence or 
otherwise; 


(h) If any agent or employee of the applicant has 
been a party to any corrupt or fraudulent 
practice in obtaining the licence for the 
appUcant; 

(i) if the application for an export, licence is de¬ 
fective and does not conform to the prescrib¬ 
ed rules, 

(J) if the applicant contravenes or attempts to 
contravene or abets the contravention of any 
order made or deemed to have been made 
under the Act or any condition of a licence 
granted under any such order or commits a 
breach of the Export Trade Control Regula¬ 
tions, 

(k) if the applicant is not eligible for a licence in 
accordance with the Export Control Regula¬ 
tions, 

(l) If the licensing authority decides to canaliiie 
export through special or specialized agencies 
or channels; 

(m) If the applicant Is a paitner In a partnership 
firm, or a director of a private limited com¬ 
pany which is for the time being subject to 
any action under clause 7; 

(n) if the applicant is for the time being subject 
to any action under .sub-clause (2) of Clause 

7; 

(o) if the applicant is a partnership firm or a pri¬ 
vate limited company, any partner or director 
whereof, as the case may be. Is for the time 
being subject to any action under clause 7 or 
clause 81 or clause 9, 

(p) if any amount demanded from the applicant 
under the Customs Act, 1962, or any penalty 
imposed on him under the said Act has re¬ 
mained unpaid for a period of three months; 

(q) if the applicant fails to produce any document 
that is called for by the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports or the Licensing autho- 
rlt,y, 

6 . Amendment of Licence.^—The licensing authority 
may, of Its own motion or on application bv the 
licensee, amend any licence granted under this Order 
in such manner as may be necessary to make such 
licence conform to the provisions of the Act or this 
Order or any other law for the time being in force or 
to rectify any errors or omissions in the licence: 

Provided that the licensing authority may on re¬ 
quest bv the licensee amend the licence In any manner 
consonant with the Export Trade Control Regulations 

7 Power to debar from receiving licences or export¬ 
ing goods—(1) The Central Government or the Ch'ef 
Controller of Imports and Exports mav debar a 
Ucencee or exporter or any other person from receiv¬ 
ing licences or from exporting any goods and direct 
without prejudice to any other action that may be 
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tdken in this behalf, that no licence shall be granted 
to him or no permission shall be granted to him lor 
exporting any goods, for a specified period under this 
Order— 

(a) if his application for licence is at any tinie 
found to be not in conformity with any provh 
slon,ol this Order, or- 

(b) It suJli application is found to contain any 
false, fraudulent or misleading statement, or 

tc) if he is found to have used in support of his 
application any document which is false or 
labticated or which has been tampered with, 
or 

(d) if be has, on any occasion, tampered with an 
export licence or has exported goods without 
a licenre or has been a party to any corrupt 
oi fiaudulent practice in his commercial deaP 
ings or In obtaining a licence, or in exporting 
any goods, or is found to have solicited any 
licence by eifectlng an Inducement to the 
holder of the licence or otherwise; or 

ve) if hlb agent or employee has iicen a party to 
any corrupt or fraudulent practice in obtuim 
Ing any licence, or m exporting any goods, on 
his behalf, or 

(f) if he fails to comply with or contravenes or at¬ 
tempts to contravene or abets the contraven¬ 
tion of any conditions embodies in, or accom¬ 
panying a licence or an application for licence, 
or 

(g) if he commits a breach of any law (including 
any rule, order or regulation) relating to cus¬ 
toms or the Import and export of goods oi 
foreign exchange, or 

(h) if he fails to produce any document that is 
called for by the Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports or any other licensing authority. 

Note,— In this clause, the expression “Apphcaion for 
licence” includes any application made under 
the Export Trade Control Regulations, 

(2) The Oentral Government or the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Ejxporls may, by special order iti wilt¬ 
ing,— 

(a) debar— 

(i) a person in respect of whom an order of de¬ 
tention has been made under the Conserva¬ 
tion of Foreign Exchange and Prevention of 
Smugghng Activities Act, 1974 (52 of 1974) 
hereinafter referred to as the 1974-Act, or 

(ii) a partnership firm or a private limited com¬ 
pany of which such person is a partner or a 
director, as the case may be, from receiving 
licences or from exporting any goods; and 

(b) without prejudice to any other action that may 
be taken against such person, partnership firm 
or company, direct that no licence or pei- 


mlssion for exporting any goods shall be grant¬ 
ed to such person, partnership firm or company, 

for such period as may be specified In such special 
order. Provided that such special order shall cease to 
have elfect in respect of such person, or, as the case 
muy be, partnershi p fi rm or company of which such 
person 1 b a partner or a director, when the order bf 
detention made against such person,— 

(i> being an order of detention to which the 
provisions of section 9 or section 12A of the 
1974-Act do not apply lias been revoked on 
the report of the Advisory Board under 
section 8 of that Act or before a receipt of 
the report of the Advisory Board or belore 
making a reference to the Advisory Board; 
or 

(ii) being an order of detention to which the 
provisions of section 9 of the 1974-Act apply 
has been i evoked before the expiry of the 
time for, or on the basis of, the review 
under sub-section (8) of section 9, or on 
the report of the Advisory Board under sec¬ 
tion 8, read with sub-section (2i of section 
9, of that Act; or 

(ill) lieing an order of detention to which the 
provisions of section 12A of the 1074-Act 
apply ha.s been revoked before the expiry 
of the tune for, or on the basis of, the first 
review under sub-section (8) of that section, 
or on the basis of the repoit of the Advisory 
Board under section 8, read with sub-section 
(0) of Section 12A, of that Act, or 

liv) has been set aside liy a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

8 . Power to suspend grant of licences or permission 
to export goods—The Central Government or the 
Chief Controller of Impoits and Exports may suspend 
the grant o£ licences or permission to export goods to 
a licensee or exporter or any other person, pending In¬ 
vestigation Into one or more of the allegations men¬ 
tioned in clause 7 without prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken jn this behalf: 

Provided that grant of a licenre and permission to 
export goods shall not ordinarily be suspended under 
this clause for a period exceeding twelve months; 

Provided further that on the withdrawal of such 
suspension, a licence may be granted to him for the 
period of suspension subject to such conditions, res¬ 
trictions of limitations as may be decided by the autho¬ 
rity aforesaid keeping In view of the relevant economic 
factors. 

8 Power to keep in abeyance applications for licen¬ 
ces for exporting goods —Where any inve.stigation into 
any of the allegations mentioned In clause 7 is pending 
against a licensee or exporter or any other person, and 
the Central Government or the Chief t:ontroller of Im 
ports and Exports is satisfied that without ascertaining 
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further detailt. la regard to such allegation, the grant of 
licence or pernussion to export goods will not oe in 
the pubhc interest then, notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained In this order, the Central Government or the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Exports may keep In 
abeyance any application for grant of licence or per¬ 
mission to export goods of sucn person without assign- 
tfijf Bhy reason, and without prejuttlbe to any other ac¬ 
tion that may be taken in this behalf; 

Provided that the period for which the grant ol 
such licence or permission to export goods is hept in 
abeyance under this clause shall not ordinarily exceed 
SIX months: 

10. Publicity of action taken under clause 7 or 8 — 
(i; If the Central Government is of opinion that It is 
necessary or expedient in the pubhc inteiest to publish 
the name ol any person or class ol persons and other 
relevant particulars, against whom action under clause 
7 or 8 Is taken, it may publish or cause to be published, 
the name of such person or class of persons and such 
particulars m such manner as it thinks fit. 

(2) No publication under sub-clause (1) shall he 
made in relation to, any such action until the tune 
presenting an appeal, if any, to the appellate authority 
has expired without an appeal having been presented 
or, the appeal, if piesented, has been disposed of. 

Explanation .—In the case of a flim, company or 
other association of persons, the names of the partners 
of the firm, directors, managing agents, secretaries and 
treasurers or manager of the company, or the members 
of the association, as the case may be, may also be 
published If, In the opinion of the Central Government 
the circumstances of the case justify it 

11. Cancellation of licences—(1) The CentralGov- 
ernment or the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports or any other officer authorised in this behalf may 
cancel any licence granted under this Order or other¬ 
wise render it ineffective;^— 

(a) if the licence has been granted through In- 
advertance or mistake or has been obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation; 

(b) if the licence has been granted contrary to 
rules or the provisions of this Order; 

(c) if the licensee has committed a breach of any 
of the conditions of a licence; 

(d) if the Central Government or such officer la 
satisfied that the licence will not serve the pun- 
pose for which it has been granted; 

(e) If the licensee has committed a breach of any 
law relating to customs or the rules and regu¬ 
lations relating to the Import or export of 
goods or any law relating to the regulation of 
foreign exchange; 

Provided that notwithstanding anything contained In 
this Order, the Central Government or the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports or any other officer 
authorised in this behalf may. If satisfied that It la 


expedient so to do in the pubhc interest cancel am 
hcence or render it ineftective without assigning any 
reason. 

(2) The Central Government or the Chiel Controller 
of Imports and Exports or any other officer authorised 
in this behalf may, by special order In writing, lender 
inetlectlve any licanee granted under this Order to— 

(ai a person, if an order of detention has been 
made under the 1974-Act m respect of such 
person; or 

(b) a partnership flim or a piivate limited com¬ 
pany of which such person is u partner or a 
director, as the case may be. 

Provided that such special Oider shall cease to have 
ellect in respect of such person, or, as the case may be, 
partnership firm or company of which such person is 
a partner or a director, when the order of detention 
made against such person,— 

(11 being an order of detention to which the pro¬ 
visions of section 9 or section 12A of the 1974 
Act do not apply has been revoked on the 
report of the Advisory Board under section 8 
of that Act or before a receipt of the report of 
the Advisory Board or before making a lele- 
rence to the Advisory Board; or 

(li) being an order of detention to which the provi¬ 
sions of section 9 of the 1974-Act apply has 
been revoked belore the expiry of the time 
for, or on the basis of, the review under sub¬ 
section (3) of section 9, or on the report of the 
Advisory Board under section 8, read with 
sub-section (2) of section 9, of that Act; or 

(ill) being an order of detention to which the pro¬ 
visions of section 12A of the 1074-Act apply 
has been revoked before the expiry of the time 
for, or on the basis of, thp first review under 
sub-section ( 3 ) of that section, or on the basis 
of the report ol the Advisory Board under sec¬ 
tion 8, read with sub-section (6) of section 12A, 
of that Act; or 

(iv) has been set aside by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

12 Licensee, etc. to be given opportunity of being 
heard.—(l) No action shall be taken under clause 6 or 
clause 7 or clause 8 or clause 11 against a licensee or 
exporter or any other person unless he has been given 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard. 

(2) Where any person is aggrieved by any action 
taken under clause 7 or clause 8, he may prefer an 
appeal against such action to such authority, as the 
Central Government may, by notification in the Otft. 
clal Gazette, constitute for the purpose of hearing 
appeals, within thirty days from the date of the com¬ 
munication of the action taken. 

13 , Declaration as to value, sort, quality, etc. of ex¬ 
ported goods—On the exportation from any Customs 
port of any goods, whether liable to duty or not, the 
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owner or exporter ot such goods shall, in the shipping 
bUl, Or other relevant docunient state the value_ sort, 
specification quality and description of such goods to 
the best ot his knowledge and belief, and certify that 
the quahty and specification of the goods, as stated in 
those documents, are in accordance with the terms of 
the export contract entered Into with the buyer 01 
consignee m pursuance of which the goods nrh’fictng 
exported and shall subscribe to a declaration to the 
truth of such statements at the foot of such shipping 
Bill or other documents. 

14. Prohibition regarding making, signing etc of any 
declaration, statement or documents—( 1 ) No person 
shall make, sign or use or cause to be made, signed or 
used ally declaration, statement or document in obtain¬ 
ing a licence^ or in exporting any goods knowing 01 
having reason to believe that such declaration, state¬ 
ment or document is false m any material particular. 

(2) No person shall employ any corrupt or fraudu¬ 
lent practice in obtaining any hcence or in exporting 
any goods. 

15, Savings,—Nothing in this Order shall apply to 

(a) any goods expoited hy or under the authority 
of the Central Government, 

(h) any goods covered by e.'iecutivo Instiuctlons 
issued by the Chief Controller of Impoits and 
Exports, 

(c) any goods other than food-stuffs constituting 
the stores or equipment of any outgoing vessel 
or conveyance; 

(d) any goods constituting the bona fide personal 
baggage of any person (including a passenger 
or members of a crew In any outgoing vessel 
or conveyance) going out of India 

Provided that the wild hfe (dead or alive or iiart 
thereof or produce therefrom) specified In 
Part ‘A’ of Schedule I shall not be treated as 
constituting such personal baggage; 

(e) any goods exported by post or by air under 
the conditions .specified in Postal Notice Issued 
by the Postal authorities, 

(f) any goods tran.shipped at a port in India after 
having been manifested for such transhipment 
at the time of despatch from a port outside 
India; 

(g) any goods imported and bonded on arrival In 
India for re-export to any country outside 
India, except Nepal and Bhutan; 

(h) any goods In transit through India by post, or 
sny goods re-directed by post to a destination 
outside India except Nepal and Bhutan pro¬ 
vided that such goods while in India are al¬ 
ways in the cu.stody of the postal authorities; 

( 1 ) any goods Imported without a valid Import 
licence and exported in accordance with an 


order for the export of such goods made, by an 
officer of Customs authorised in this behalf; 

(j) products manufactured in and exported from 
the Kandla Free Trade Zone, 

16. Repeal.—The Exports (Control) Order, 1968 pub¬ 
lished with the Ordor the Government of India In 
the Ministry of Commerce under SO 927 dated the 
8 th March, 1968 as amended from time to time is hereby 
repealed, 

Provided that anything done or any action taken 
iticlucliiig any appointment made or licence issued 
under any of the provisions of the above Order or 
Notiflcation, shall be deemed to have been done or 
taken under the corresponding provisions of this 0 ''dcr,
